Colonel 
Lindbergh 
demonstrated 
that the flight could be made without the 
assista nce of co-pilot or navigator. There 
have been other trans-Atla ntic crossings 
in airpla nes that have served the cause 
of aviation. 
Nevertheless the fa ct re­ 
mains tha t a great many such endeavors 
ha ve had no practical purpose/* 
Over other sea s airpla nes have been 
piloted with success and “ the efficiency 
of heavier-than-air craft has been many 
times demonstrated. 
A pla ne has crossed 
the Pacific as well as the Atlantic. One 
ha s flown around the world. 
W hy still 
indulge, then, in unnecessary and reck­ 
less tests? Perha ps a fondness for pub­ 
licity has inspired pilots. 
If this is a rea ­ 
son for the planning of flights to foreign 
lands it is a poor one, and the govern­ 
ment is to be commended for its new 
policy of discouraging ill-advised aero­ 
nautical underta kings.”

The labor map of the United States is 
rapidly being changed. 
The work cut 
out for the American melting pot is not 
so strenuous as it used to be. 
Emigra­ 
tion is now greater than immigration. 
A 
part of the cha nge is no doubt due to the 
depression. 
A number 
of 
aliens who 
have succeeded in saving a little money 
in the United States have gone home to 
live where they 
can 
live cheaper. 
A 
great many undesirable aliens have been 
deported through the vigilance of tile la­ 
bor department. 
The policy of the pres­ 
ent administration in discouraging immi­ 
gration at this particular time when we 
have more labor on hands than can be 
employ ed has also been a factor. 
The dry ing up of the tide of immigra­ 
tion has undoubtedly helped the Ameri­ 
can labor situation. 
The more foreign la­ 
bor which comes to America the more 
competition there is 
here. 
Yet there are 
nomists who wa nt to 
to our labor.

W e all drink a grea t ma ny things 
which do not come under the hea d­ 
ing of food. 
None of them being 
necessa ry to susta in life, opinions 
a re sha rply divided a s to their ef­ 
fect. 
At one end of the list is the ver­ 
dict which instinetly com es to cer­ 
tain 
m inds— “ Da ngerous, 
very 
had 
for y ou.” In the middle is— “ Silly 
things 
do, 
but 
ha rm less.” 
And 
a t the other end —“ Positively bene­ 
ficia l to hea lth.” 
All of these opinions, as y ou know 
a re ex pressed a bout coffee. 
If a representa tive group of peo­ 
ple were to be polled for their views 
on the subject, it ma y be ima gined 
that they would compose the follow­ 
ing essa y on coffee: 
“ Coffee keeps y ou a wa ke. It in­ 
crea ses menta l efficiency and is a 
good thing to drink when preparing 
for an ex a mina tion, etc. It is bad 
for the kidney s. Too much of it 
m a kes y ou nervous. Three coups of 
it a day is too much and I am go­ 
ing to cut tha t down to one cup 
a t brea kfa st. But it all depends on 
how y ou ma ke it.” 
In order to eva lua te all this, let us 
first inquire into the a ction of its 
a ctive ingredient— ca ffeine. The one 
thing we a re certa in the ca ffeine 
does is to increa se the blood flow, 
especia lly 
through 
the 
brain, 
the 
heart and the kidney s. W hether this 
is due to direct stimula tion of the 
hea rt muscle or dila tion of the small 
blood vessels, is not a greed. Some 
phy sicia ns believe that this increa s­ 
ed blood supply is the ex pla na tion 
ot its stim ula ting a ction— it keeps 
y ou a wa ke beca use it brings more 
blood to the brain. Others postula te 
a specific stim ula ting a ction on the 
brain cells. Which ever is right, the 
a ction is there. 
TIiq dose of ca ffeine in an a vera ge 
cup of coffee is from one and a half 
to three gra ins, and this is an a ver­ 
a ge medica l dose of the drug. Like 


all other drugs, however, tole r a n c e 1 
is esta blished and confirmed coffee j 
drinkers require la rger doses to get I 
the effect. 
As to the genera l results of the 
coffee habit, too much of it certain* 
j 
ly m a kes for nervousness. 
Every - i 
body a grees tha t it is bad for chil- 
jdi en. They do not need the stim u la -! 
' tion and there is good evidence that 
coffee interferes with digestion. 
For older people, on the contra ry , 
it may be a positive benefit. It may 
pump 
just 
enough 
ex tra 
blood 
through their hea rts to keep them 
going. The best a uthorities sa y that 
coffee in the a mounts used for b e v-! 
era ge purposes has no perma nent ef­ 
fect on the kidney s one wa y or the 
other. 
It is a m a tter of common observa ­ 
tion 
tha t people drink 
coffee 
for 
y ea rs without shortening their lives.

In ea rly spring, after the frost 
has left the ground, the soil should 
be firmly tamped around the trees 
or shrubs set out in the fall. 
This 
is 
very 
important. 
If the warm 
spring air is a llowed to circulate 
through the hea ved, loose soil, there 
is more surely to be trouble. 
Noth­ 
ing helps a tree oi shrub to become 
well esta blished more than tamping 
the soil a fter the frost has left the 
ground. 
This should not be done 
when the ground is wet. 
If, as y ou

lawn,

enough wa ter in the soil that the 
soles of y our shoes are wet, y ou 
must be careful about tamping trees 
or shrubs.

W hile Marlin R. M. Kemmerer, 
25-year-old Allentown, 
Pa., depart­ 
ment store clerk who yesterday dis­ 
played a revolver and demanded the 
right to 
speak from the galelry, 
was held by police, the suggestion 
was advanced that the public sec­ 
tions be closed to all who do not 
possess tickets. 
The crowded chamber was throw’n 
into wildest confusion at 4 o’clock 
Tuesday 
afternoon 
as 
Kemmerer, 
described as an expert marksman, 
right to speak 
from the gallery, 
placed one leg over the railing and 
waved a revolver. 
“ I want the floor for a few min­ 
utes,” he shouted. 
A page boy cried “ look out for 
the gun,” and there was a dash for 
the cloakrooms, the members for­ 
getting the vote they were engaged 
in and most of their dignity.
